Mr. C. L. Sibbald, Director of 
the Catelli Durum Institute has 
been warning durum producers to 
make sure the crop is mature be¬ 
fore it is harvested. Apparently 
green kernels ate more objection¬ 
able in durum than in hard spring 
wheat. The variety Stewart does 
not shatter readily and may be 
safely left until maturity. Cracked 
kernels are objectionable in durum 
and care should be exercised when 
threshing to keep cracked kernels 
down to a minimum. Decreasing 
the cylinder speed and increasing 
the clearance between cylinder and 
concaves will help. 

Even though durum is on a five 
bushel quota, market prospects 
appear favorable. In the fall of 
1955 the Canadian Wheat Board 
found It necessary to cut the price 
of Class II durum from $2.75 per 
bushel at the I^kehead to $2.54. 

However, last May a good demand 
tor durum developed in European 
countries which resulted in the 
price being increased to 2.67. Judg¬ 
ing by this price increase we may 
assume that (1) Canadian durum 
Is in good demand, and (2) that 
world stocks of durum are low.
